Remarks 



On consideration of the claims of this pending application, Applicant submits the above 
Preliminary Amendment. Following entry of the instant Preliminary Amendment, claim 
1 is cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 2 - 18 are added. Support for the 
subject matter of the new claims is contained in the application as originally filed and is 
identified as follows. 

The broad teaching of the subject matter of the new claims is contained in paragraphs 
0195 through 0208 (corresponding to Figs. 50 through 66) and paragraphs 0221 through 
0232 (corresponding to Figs. 76 through 81) of the specification as filed. Specifically, the 
sheetlike material forms claimed are well known in the plastics packaging art (paragraph 
0196). Lamination is also well known and understood in the art as applying film, 
normally plastic, to a surface and sealing them together with heat and/or pressure. 
Specifically, 

-Claim 2 is supported by paragraphs 0195 through 0208. 

-Claim 3 is supported by paragraphs 0203 - 0204 in combination with paragraph 0040. 
-claim 4 is supported by paragraphs 0201, 0202, 0205 - 0208. 

-claim 5 is supported by paragraphs 0140, 0141 in combination with paragraphs 0201 and 
0203. 

-claim 6 is supported by paragraphs 0196 and 0197. 
-claim 7 is supported in paragraph 0196. 

-claim 8 is supported by paragraphs 0021, 0038, the known art terminology using "trace" 

to describe a thin line, the structure shown in Fig. 53 and its descriptive paragraph 0199. 

-claim 9 is supported by Fig. 53 and its descriptive paragraph 0199. 

-claim 10 is supported by Fig. 53 and its descriptive paragraph 0199. 

-claim 1 1 is supported by Fig. 53 and its descriptive paragraph 0199. 

-claim 12 is supported by Fig. 53 and its descriptive paragraph 0199. 

-claim 13 is supported by paragraph 0199, 0200, 0023 (last line) and 0222. 

-claim 14 is supported by paragraph 0023 and 0227. 

-claim 15 is supported by paragraph 0200, 0027, 0036-0039, and 0227. 



-claim 16 is supported by paragraph 0199. 

-claim 17 is supported in the specification wherein nickel, copper and silver are identified 
as typical metals employed in the applications envision. See paragraphs 0012, 0014, 
0025 and 0217. 

-claim 18 is supported by paragraphs 0023 (last sentence) and paragraph 0203. 

Because the foregoing changes introduce no new matter, their entry is respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 2 is the sole independent claims. The total number of claims pending is now 17. 
Therefore, no additional fee is due. 

Since the enclosed Information Disclosure Statement is being submitted prior to a Patent 
office Action on the merits, applicant's understanding is that no additional fee is due for 
the IDS submission. 
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
